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Liddy o n Waterg ate • . • Just Basic Po litics 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — Conv icted Watergate master­ 
mind G. Gordon Liddy v iews the ev ents of the Watergate 
scandals as basic politics —■ “lik e bru shing y ou r teeth” — 
and say s Richard M. Nix on shou ld hav e cov ered them u p 
more ru thlessly . 
Liddy , the former Nix on campaign finance cou nsel who 
drew u p the intelligence gathering plans that led directly to 
the Watergate bu gging, relax ed his v ow of silence on 
Watergate somewhat in an interv iew with Mik e Wallace 
schedu led for broadcast today on CBS-TV's ‘*6 0 Minu tes.” 
Sporting a beard he grew since leav ing prison. Liddy is 
free on bond pending an appeal of the 6 -20 y ear prison term 
he receiv ed for conspiracy , bu rglary and illegal wiretapping 
in the 19 7 2 break -in at Democratic national headq u arters. 
Liddy , a fo rmer assistant district atto rney in Dutchess 
Co unty in the mid-1 960s, was an unsuccessful candidate 
as a Po ug hkeepsie lawy er in 1 968 fo r Co ng ress in the 2 8 th 
District. After lo sing that race to Jo seph Y. Resnick o f 
Ellenv ilie, the fo rmer FBI man dro pped o ut o f sig ht in 
lo cal po litics, resurfacing in Washing to n in the Nix o n 
administratio n. 
Liddy passes his time writing and minding his Fiv e 


children while Mrs. Liddy work s as a school teacher. Mrs. 
Liddy said she regards her hu sband as a hero and lik ened 
him to a prisoner-of-war. 


IJnrepentent and prou d of his Watergate serv ice to Nix on, 
Liddy still refu ses to discu ss “su bstantiv e” Watergate 
matters. Bu t he gav e Wallace his v iews on political morality 
and scathing assessments of the “stool pigeons” who serv ed 
Nix on and later prov ided the gov ernment with ev idence. 


“Power ex ists to be u sed,” Liddy said in defending the 
morality of the Watergate break -in, which he planned, and 
other aborted 19 72 campaign schemes to k idnap anti- 
Repu blican radicals and entice Democratic politicians with 
prostitu tes. 
“ ...If Watergate is as it’s alleged to be, it was an 
intelligence gathering operation of one grou p of persons who 
were seek ing power, or to retain power, against another 
grou p of persons who were seek ing to acq u ire power. T hat’s 
all it was. 
“It’s lik e bru shing y ou r teeth, Michael. It’s basic." 
Other Watergate conspirators testified Liddy carried ou t 
his campaign intelligence du ties with fanatical dev otion, 


drawing u p grand schemes for sabotaging the Democrats and 
organizing the Watergate break -in. 
Liddy was conv icted of conspiracy in the 19 71 bu rglary of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psy chiatrist’s office and serv ed an 18- 
month contempt -of-cou rt sentence for refu sing to talk abou t 
Watergate. 
On one of the presidential tapes, Nix on called Liddy "a 
little bit nu ts.” Liddy said he took no offense at the remark 
and remains loy al to Nix on. 
“ He’s ev idently a v ery sick man,” Liddy said. “And I 
regret that. 1 think he has demonstrated towards the end 
of his presidency that he was insu fficiently ru thless, in that 
these domestic difficu lties in which he was engaged, he did 
not act ru thlessly .” 
Liddy said Nix on shou ld hav e destroy ed the tapes. 
Ask ed what he thou ght of John W. Dean III, the former 
presidential cou nsel who was the star witness for the 
Watergate prosecu tion, Liddy said: “You ’d hav e to pu t him 
right u p there with Ju das Iscariot.” 
Liddy also called Jeb Stu art Magru der, who was his boss 
at the Nix on re-election committee and who also testified 
and went to prison, “an accomplished, sk illfu l liar."

Sou rces said the adminis­ 
tration also wou ld ask the 
lawmak ers to approv e addi­ 
tional billions in obligations 
to be spent in fu tu re y ears for

breaching the 
$100 billion mark for the first 
time. 


The requ est is ex pected to 
spark a sharp ou tcry in the 
9 4th Congress, which gained 
a nu mber of potential new 
defense critics in the Nov em­ 
ber elections. 
Concerning 
the 
Anti-Re­ 
cession proposal. Ford has not 
y et decided firmly whether to 
propose a tax cu t, sou rces 
said, and mu st still settle on 
the size of any redu ction he 
does endorse. Bu t according 
to u nofficial estimates the 
President might 
choose 
a 
plan that cou ld free as mu ch 
as $20 billion a y ear from 
tax ation. 
Vice President Rock efeller, 
assu ming a fu ll work ing role 
in the Ford administration, 
joined 
Treasu ry 
Secretary 
William Simon and the other 
top economic adv isers at the 
meeting of the Economic Pol­ 
icy Board. 


White Hou se aides said 
Ford and the economists also 
discu ssed a proposal that the 
President seek a tax on both 
imported and domestic oil in 
order to enforce energy con­ 
serv ation. 


Rock efeller and the other 


economic ex perts in the Cabi­ 
net Room heard Ford ou tline 
“ tentativ e decisions" he has 
made on economic and energy 
problems. Nessen said Ford 
ask ed ev ery one in the room to 
k eep these possible action 
steps confidential.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 
Ford 
annou nced 
Satu rday he is creating a 
“blu e ribbon” citizens com­ 
mission to ex amine charges 
the C entral Intelligence 
Agency spied on Americans. 
The Ju stice Department, he 
said, already is inv estigating 
Whether the CIA brok e the 
law. 
Ford’s directiv e setting u p 
the commission ordered the 
panel to tu rn ov er to the 
attorney general any ev idence 
of illegal CIA activ ities it u n­ 
cov ers du ring its inv estiga­ 
tion. 
White Hou se Press Secre­ 
tary Ron Nessen said Ford 
will name fiv e to sev en per­ 
sons to the citizens com­ 
mission. He said the com­ 
mission wou ld hand in its 
report in three months. 
“ I hav e today established a 
commission to ascertain and 
ev alu ate any facts relating to 
activ ities condu cted within 
the United States by the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency that 
giv e rise to q u estions as to 
whether the agency has ex ­ 
ceeded its statu tory au thor­ 
ity ...,” Ford said in a special 
White Hou se statem ent. 
"It is essential in this re­ 
pu blic that we meet ou r se­ 


cu rity req u irements and at 
the same time av oid impair­ 
ing ou r democratic institu ­ 
tions and fu ndamental free­ 
doms.” 


‘Co mmissio n 
To Ev aluate 
Any Facts’ 


Ford said he has ordered 
what he called “this blu e rib­ 
bon panel” to “determine 
whether ex isting safegu ards 
are 
adeq u ate 
to 
preclu de 
agency activ ities that might 
go bey ond (the CIA’s) au thor­ 
ity and to mak e appropriate 
recommendations.” 
The President said the Ju s­ 
tice Department already is 
“look ing into su ch aspects of 
the matter as are within its 
ju risdiction.” 
Nessen said the Ju stice De­ 
partment 
inv estigation has 
been u nderway “ for the past 
few day s.” Ford, in an ex ­ 
ecu tiv e order setting u p the 
commission, ordered all fed­ 
eral departments and agen­ 
cies to cooperate with the 
panel. 


Nessen 
said 
Ford “wel­ 
comes” any independent in­ 
v estigation of the CIA case 
which the Congress wishes to 
lau nch. There hav e been sev ­ 
eral congressional calls in re­ 
cent day s for tighter su per­ 
v ision of the agency by Con­ 
gress and for a Watergate- 
ty pe special prosecu tor to in­ 
v estigate the alleged illegal 
spy ing. 


T he W hite H ou se a n­ 
nou nced Ford’s action three 
hou rs 
after the 
President 
spent 20 minu tes in his Ov al 
Office in a priv ate meeting 
with 
former 
CIA 
director 
Richard Helms. 


Helms ask ed for the meet­ 
ing with Ford, Nessen said. 
The press secretary declined 
to say more abou t Helms’ 
v isit. 
Helms, 
who 
arriv ed 
in 
Washington Friday night on 
leav e from his post as am­ 
bassador to Iran, serv ed as 
CIA director from 19 6 6 u ntil 
late 19 72 — a period embrac­ 
ing some of the Johnson ad­ 
ministration and most of the 
Nix on y ears. 
It was du ring that period, 
according to newspaper and 
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congressional charges, that 
the agency spied illegally on 
thou s a nd s of A m erican 
citizens within the United 
States. 
Helms has categorically de­ 
nied accu sations the CIA con- 
d u c te d any ille g a l s u r­ 
v eillance of antiwar activ ist*, 
dissidents and other Ameri­ 
cans while he was director of 
the agency . 
Nessen told reporters Ford 
ordered the commission in­ 
v estigation after reading a 50- 
page report prepared by Wil­ 
liam E. Colby , the present 
CIA director, in the wak e of 
the pu blic allegations. 
“It’s fair to say that from 
his reading of Colby ’s report 
and talk ing with Secretary (of 
State Henry A.) Kissinger 
and (D efense S ecretary 
James R.) Schlesinger and 
director Colby that enou gh 
q u estions were raised tor a 
citizens commission to l<x >k 
into this m atter," Nessen 
said. 
The press secretary said he 
ex pected the panel to be 
named nex t week . He said it 
w ou ld inc lu d e no c on­ 
gressmen or gov ernment em­ 
ploy es. 
Nessen 
said 
Ford 
already 
had 
sou nded 
ou t 
some persons for commission 
membership, bu t declined to 
name them. 
A J u s tic e D epartm ent 
spok esman, 
Robert 
Hav el, 
said he cou ld not go bey ond 
the President’s disclosu re ex ­ 
cept to say : "We will assu me 
ou r responsibilities on what is 
assigned 
to 
u s. 
Whatev er 
manpower it tak es we will, I 
su ppose, employ it.” 
The departm ent’s inq u iry , 
howev er, was believ ed cen­ 
tered in the Criminal Div ision 
of the Ju stice Department 
and 
in 
the 
Civ il 
Rights 
Div ision. The department did 
not say so, bu t inv estigations 
by those div isions cou ld look 
into illegal su rv eillance, wire­ 
tapping, inv asion of priv acy 
and 
similar 
v iolations 
of 
rights. 


Kissinger, who met with 
Helms for break fast, later 
talk ed briefly to reporters bu t 
declined to discu ss the CIA 
situ ation.

KINGSTON 
Week ly u nemploy ment check recipient* in Ulster Cou nty 
ju mped from 2,154 to 4,6 15 du ring the past two months 
according to the New York State Employ ment Office in 
Kingston where jobles lines hav e reportedly spilled ov er onto 
the sidewalk s in recent week s. 
In the Ulster Cou nty Office Bu ilding, the scene is mu ch 
the same with more than 7 0 welfare recipients pack ing the 
fou rth ff<x » r hall at 10 o’clock Friday morning. 
Social Serv ices Department report* at least 25 new or 
reapplications for assistance each day , u p abou t 10 or more 
a dav ov er a y ear ago. according to Ev ely n Weiner, director 
of pu blic assistance. 
“We are seeing the resu lts of lay offs,” Mrs. Weiner said, 
ex plaining that the welfare office is also su pplementing 
those (» ersons who are not able to su bsist on u nemploy ment 
benefits alone which hav e been av eraging abou t $6 1 a week , 
with a max imu m of $9 5. 
Social Serv ices Department has been so bu sy it has had 
to place some of its employ es on ov ertime three ev enings a 
week and a Satu rday recently . 
W'ith a 7.1 per cent nationwide u nemploy ment figu re 
annou nced last week ,* Ulster Cou nty , lik e the rest of the 
cou ntry , is feeling the pinch not only from u nemploy ment 
bu t inflation. 
“Those in financial straits also hav e accompany ing social 
pro blem s,” according to Mrs. Weiner. She cited su ch things 
as rent increases, hou sing problems, u tility hik es and older 
people hit by the fu el crisis. 
To help allev iate some of the problems the newly created 
Ulster Cou nty Energy Office has been fielding telephone 
calls and letters and in many instances forwarding the calls 
for assistance to the welfare department. 


The employ ment office told the Freeman that it does not 
hav e any cu rrent statistics on percentage of u nemploy ment 
here say ing that those figu res mu st come from the state. 


New York State l^abor Department reported in September 
that Ulster’s u nemploy ment was 6 .2 per cent at that time. 
Nearby Du tchess Cou nty has had and still does enjoy a lower 
u nemploy ment rate, apparently becau se u nlik e other areas, 
it has increased manu factu ring employ ment. 


Local lay offs hav e tak en a seriou s toll here in recent 
months affecting y ou ng and old, well edu cated and non­ 
edu cated. Close to 5,000 more persons were receiv ing 
u nemploy ment check s each week than there were a y ear ago, 
according to a Nov ember report and it may be safely 
assu med that this nu mber has grown in line with the 
increased nu mber of u nemploy ment check s going ou t each 
week . It mu st also be pointed ou t that not all the 
u nemploy ed are eligible for u nemploy ment. 
Those employ ed by the city and cou nty gov ernment, 
schools and in agricu ltu re, are not. Also high school stu dents 
who hav e been work ing, marginal domestic help and self- 
employ ed are ex empted from receiv ing u nemploy ment 
benefits. 
Many constru ction work ers and others hav e ex hau sted 
their benefits and hav ing been u nable to secu re work du ring 
19 74 are now ineligible to mak e applications for benefits for 
this y ear . A person mu lt work 20 week s of the y ear in order 
to q u alify for u nemploy ment l>enefit*. 
Light indu stry and the trades hav e also been su ffering 
u nder the nation’s declining economy and it is being felt 
here as elsewhere. 
And, no one seems optimistic at this point with both the 
employ ment and welfare offices say ing they are ju st doing 
the best they can to cope with the situ ation. 


Bankruptcies 
Are So aring

The dou ble bu rdens of inflation and recession hav e forced 
thou sands of Americans into bank ru ptcy , with the rate 
soaring almost 100 per cent in some spots. Ex perts predicted 
it was only "the tip of the iceberg.” 
A UPI su rv ey of bank ru ptcy cou rts across the cou ntry 
showed personal bank ru ptcies leading bu siness failu res by 
far. Ju dges said most of the bank ru pt were v ictims of easy 
credit who had either lost their jobs or were bu ried u nder 
inflation. 
According to Federal Ju dge Garnet W. I ay lor in St. Lou is, 
where bank ru ptcies rose by 500 last y ear, " I he majority ol 
personal petitioners are men and women u nder 30. I hey 
want ev ery thing their parents had right from the start 
two 
cars, a color TV, a boat. They are in ov er their ears. 
“Say , y ou get a man and his wife both work ing, and they 
are mak ing ju st enou gh to pay the bills. I hen y ou get a 
recession and one is laid off. T hat’s why y ou re getting a rise 
in bank ru ptcies." 
Other ju dges said losing a job wasn’t necessary to cau se 
disaster. Too many people were so heav ily in debt that when 
inflation raised of necessities, bank ru ptcy seemed the only 
way ou t. 
Bu siness bank ru ptcies also hav e increased, bu t only by a 
little ov er 6 per cent in nu mber — 8 ,402 in the first 10 
months against 7 ,9 13 a y ear earlier. 
Constru ction, tex tile and apparel manu factu ring and 
retailing led with the most bank ru ptcies. 
Florida 
and 
Michigan 
had 
biggest 
increases 
in 
bank ru ptcies. The au to indu stry slu mp brou ght the hu ge 
wav e of both bu siness and personal bank ru ptcies in Michi­ 
gan to 7 ,6 25 in 19 74, against 5,435 in 19 73. 
Releree G. Harold Carswell of the Northern District of 
Florida said, “1 v entu re to say we hav e had more 
bank ru ptcies in the past 12 months in this district than in 
all the y ears combined since 19 58 .” 
Boston had a 26 .43 per cent increase in bank ru ptcy filings, 
2,29 6 cases against 1,8 16 in 19 7 3. The increase was mostly 
in indiv idu al petitions. 
Ju dge Harold Lav ien said there was noticeable increase 
in bank ru ptcies by cou ples in the $12,000 to $20,000 a y ear 
income brack et who optimistically had tak en on too large 
mortgages and other bu rdens and su ddenly su ffered from 
inflation and shrink ing income. 
“ Bu t remember,” the ju dge said, “ Bank ru ptcy also is a 
safegu ard. I prefer it to a debtors’ jail."

Fraternities are flou rish ing 
again on American campu ses 
bu t th e h oary cu stom of "h az­ 
ing” pledges is th e ex ception 
rath er th an th e ru le. 
Hazing, widespread before 
th e mid-196 0s wh en Greek 
l e tte r f r a te r nitie s and 
sororities lost th eir popu larity 
with stu dents, cou ld range 
from scav enger h u nts to pad­ 
dling 
and 
oth er 
ph y sical 
abu se occasionally resu lting 
in inju ry and ev en death . Th e 
h azing 
period 
was 
often 
called "h ell week .” 
Th e su ffocation in Nov em­ 
ber of William Flowers, a 
Monmou th 
College 
(N.J.) 
stu dent, wh en a grav e h e was 
forced to dig as part of a Zeta 
Beta Tau initiation rite col­ 
lapsed on h im, led to specu la­ 
tion th at h azing was mak ing 
a comeback . A UPI su rv ey of 
a score of colleges and u niv er­ 
sities from Colu mbia Univ er­ 
sity in New York to th e Uni­ 
v ersity of Hawaii indicates 
th at th is is not th e case. 
T h e Indianapolis-based 
National Interfratemity Con­ 
ference h as banned h azing 
activ ities among its mem­ 
bers, 45 of th e nation’s 6 0 
fraternities on some 6 00 cam­ 
pu ses. Univ ersity au th orities 
believ e th e ban is h onored 
ex cept in isolated cases. Pad­ 
dles bearing fraternity sy m­ 
bols h av e been relegated to 
wall decoration, th ey say . 
Records of h azing tragedies 
in th e past 10 y ears are scarce 
and most indicate th at th e 
element of accident is more 
common th an premeditated 
ph y sical pu nish ment wh ich 
cou ld resu lt in civ il cou rt 
ch arges. As an ex ample, th e 
last pu blicized h azing death 
prior to th at of Flowers h ap­ 
pened in 1973 wh en Sigma 
Nu pledges at Bu tler Univ er­ 
sity in Indiana were ru nning 
along a h igh way at nigh t.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Th e Presid en t, facin g a d eep ­ 
en in g eco n o mic d ep ressio n , 
was b itter ab o u t th e n atio n ’s 
b an k ers an d Wall Street. He

While it may sound like a 
list of the country's current 
problems, the President was 
Herbert C. Hoover, speaking 
nearly 43 years ago. 
His views were outlined in 
a hitherto private memo pre­

selwitz, a United Press re­ 
porter, for his bureau chief 
after a 45-minute conversa­ 
tion with Hoover at the White 
House on Feb. 29, 1932. 
The memo was found re­ 
cently in the Washington files 
of United Press International, 
successor to UP.

timistic, particularly about 
solving the Depression, not 
knowing

headed 
toward overwhelming defeat 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
his bid for a second term that

Underscoring the informali­ 
ty that existed at the White 
House at the time, Misselwitz 
wrote: "I went in and talked 
with the President this after­ 
noon. We went over a lot of 
things, chiefly the Shanghai 
situation, the short selling 
problem, prohibition, the 
‘truce’ breaking between him 
and the Democrats in the 
House, and his finance pro­ 
gram generally.” 
The reporter was granted 
the meeting on condition that 
he not write a story, although 
he could use the substance of 
the President’s remarks — 
w ithout a ttrib u tio n — as 
background for later stories. 
Misselwitz said he opened 
the conversation by remark­ 
ing he had just been in New

Concerning the cu rrent fu ss abou t the Central Intelligence 
Agency , a few observ ations: 
1. There was nev er a clearer distinction between what the 
lawy ers call malu m prohibitu m, and malu m in se. The formr 
describes something y ou are not permitted u nder the law to 
do for reasons decided u pon by the legislatu re, bu t not 
necessarily connected with qu estions of good or ev il. An 
ex ample is stopping for a red light. If y ou are in the middle 
of a desert, and come to a cross road, and easily establish 
tht there is absolu tely no traffic coming in on the right, or 
on the left, y ou are nev ertheless ex pected to stand motion­ 
less u ntil the light tu rns green. Bu t if y ou proceeded, 
absolu tely confident that no one wou ld be hu rt by y ou r doing 
so, y ou wou ld be committing a ma lum pro hibitum, for 
which the traffic cop hidden behind the CocaCola sign cou ld 
zoom u p and giv e y ou a ticket. Bu t no one cou ld seriou sly 
accu se y ou of hav ing risked any body ’s life or limb. 
By contrast, a malu m in se wou ld be crossing the- light 
for the sake of a few second’s adv antage notwithstanding 
that tjiere were pedestrians and other cars ex ercising their 
right of way . What might then resu lt in an accident; a death, 
ev en. 
In all the thou sands of words dev oted to the accu sations 
lev eled by Sey mou r Hersh in the New York Times (Mr. 
Hersh discov ered My Lai a few y ears ago), there is nowhere 
ev ident any su bstantiv e ev il allegedly committed by the 
CIA. That is to say , ev ery body is say ing: the CIA performed 
certain acts (bu gging, infiltration, collecting data) that, 
u nder the law, shou ld hav e been performed only by the FBI. 
Therefore let u s hav e a complete inv estigation of the CIA, 
and so on. It remains to be asked: if what the CIA allegedly 
did wou ld hav e been legal if performed by the FBI, then 
shou ldn’t the fu rore be limited to the kind of fu rore 
appropriate to, say , the Department of Agricu ltu re’s doing 
something that really shou ld hav e been done by the 
Department of the Interior? 
2. Where are the broken bodies? Under the law, a federal 
organization is entitled, u nder rigidly prescribed circu m- 


Qu estion: where is the trail of palpably innocent people j 
whose rights were trampled u pon? 
It u sed to somewhat disconcert the more inflamed critics < 
of Senator Joseph McCarthy that it was not possible : 
instantly to point to the carnage cau sed by him in the State ; 
Department: that is, not all that many people were actu ally : 
dismissed from their jobs du ring the dread reign of terror, 
by the same token, I shou ld hope that the accu sers wou ld 
come forth and show u s not merely that the CIA had 
allegedly v iolated a legislativ e protocol, bu t that the CIA 
had interfered with the practical liberties of genu inely 
patriotic dissenters who had no ties whatev er to any foreign 
gov ernment. Nothing of the sort has been done, leav ing some 
of u s wondering: what is the fu ss all abou t? 
3. The answer is that it is largely an ideological fu ss. The 
CIA is the hobgoblin of v ery little minds today . There are 
many reasons why this is so, not least of them that there 
are many Americans, and many of them in positions of 
influ ence, who a) do not like America v ery mu ch; and b) 
hav e no particu lar qu arrel with America’s enemies, or with 
those who practice a way of life alien to American traditions. 
Mr. Frank Mankiewicz, principal adv iser to Senator George 
McGov ern, can come back from Cu ba and praise Fidel 
Castro for doing far less for Cu ba than Adolph Hitler did 
for Germany . Only once u pon a time, we took measu rements 
primarily by asking the qu estion— does this regime, or does 
it not, tolerate indiv idu al liberty : so we were anti-Hitler. 
Penthou se Magazine, a jou rnal su bstantially oriented for the 
kinky set, is taking ou t fu ll-page ads on a CIA ex pose in 
which it is charged by the au thor that the cu rrent director 
of the CIA is better equ ipped to su perintend Himmler’s 
concentration camps, than American secu rity . What he 
means is America-or Amerika, as was lately the fashion-is 
a dirtier word than Penthou se. They are ganging u p on the 
CIA: becau se they don’t believ e, many of them, that 
America ou ght to be in the bu siness of defending people, 
here or abroad, from su ch blessings as Castro has brou ght 
to Cu ba, or Mao Tse-tu ng to China.

WASHINGTON — Most warnings abou t com­ 
ing apocaly pses are less u sefu l as predictions of 
things to come than as descriptions of things as 
they are in present time. In that v ein it’s worth 
noting that today ’s pessimists don’t warn u s to 
take care against the day of u ltimate wrath. 
Their theme isn’t one of a qu ick and v iolent end 
bu t of rot, deterioration and disintegration. Loot­ 
ing and rioting are sometimes predicted, bu t nev er 
rev olu tion. Hence, what they ’re say ing is that 
neither on the left nor the right does any organized 
grou p ex ist which cou ld take ov er and ru n the 
gov ernment ev en if y ou handed it to them. They ’d 
hav e to giv e the power back within 24 hou rs 
becau se none of them hav e enou gh people to form 
a miny an or fill the principal appointiv e positions 
in the gov ernment. 
If Eu rope is an ex ample where there are cou n­ 
tries with large, well-organized parties offering 
ra d ic a l a lte rn a tiv e s , th en pe rh a ps ou r 
monochromatic politics has its adv antages, nev er­ 
theless, it also leav es u s awfu lly short of new ideas 
as we mov e into a period when many <?f ou r old 
ones hav e either worn ou t or disillu sioned u s. 
One new idea which is also v ery old is called 
socialism, a word that has alway s had an alien ring 
to American ears. Only once in this centu ry , all 
the way back in 1912 when Eu gene V. Debs was 
ru nning for the Presidency and socialists were 
get ting elected to hu ndreds of offices, did the name 
of that party begin totake on a nativ e American 
coloration. 


Sociologist Robert Bellah (The Nation, Dec. 
Dec. 28 “oming Arou nd to Socialism: Roots of the 
American Taboo”) ex plains the su ccess of the 
American Socialist Party in those y ears in terms 
of Debs’ ability to conv ince the electorate it was 
different from su ch foreign ideas as atheistic 
materialism. Debs’ socialism was, according to 
Bellah, Biblical, redemptiv e and highly respecfu l 
of ou r national rev erence for indiv idu ality . 
The coming to power of the Bolshev iks in Ru ssia 
killed off that popu lar defini-tion of socialism, bu t 
now in the middle of this centu ry ’s sev enth decade 
more and more of ou r people are coming to su spect 
that atheistic materialism, and theassociated idea 
of the death of indiv idu ality , has transplanted 
itself into ou r own laissez-faire gov ernment. 
That is the aspect of controv ersies like the West 
Virginia tex tbook fight or pray er-in-the-schools 
campaign that standard-brand Repu blicans and 
Demorats hav enev er appreciated. What looks to 
them like backsliding bigotry looks to the people 
in 
West Virginia as the last fight against 
Moscowization of America. 
Other Americans, the sort who don’t go to 
chu rch, are going throu gh a set of ex periences 
similar to those of the pray er-in-the-school crowd. 
They see priv ate property , once the social gu aran­ 
tor of political indiv idu alism, being destroy ed by 
the state at the behest of corporate power. 
‘‘...The economic sy stem of late indu strial Amer­ 
ica cannot be reconciled with the fu ndamental 
American ideology of economic independence as 


the basis of political order,” writes Bellah, “that 
ideology we hav e nev er abandoned thou gh it has 
described ou r social reality less accu rately with 
ev ery passing decade.” 
Bu t can a new and nativ e socialism offer a 
platform that fhe millions who believ e ou r Ameri­ 
can Eagle has been hijacked by a cabal of 
bu reau crats can hav e faith in? The best minds of 
modern socialism, like Michael Harrington (see 
the same issu e of The Nation), prov ide u s with 
penetratingly informativ e critiqu es of what’s amiss 
and why . They don’t allay the fear of hastening 
the v ery centralization that corporate power has 
created. Harrington acknowledges the problem 
himself when he writes: “If one cou ld nationalize 
the entire energy indu stry at a single stroke, them 
most likely effect wou ld be to confer gov ernmental 
power on the v ery priv ate ex ecu tiv es whod hav e 
produ ced the present, miserable situ ation.” 
Harrington thinks he knows a way arou nd that 
difficu lty . Others may not be so su re. Regardless, 
we owe it to ou rselv es to see if the modern v ersion 
of some of these old bu t different ideas can be of 
serv ice to u s. Bellah and Harrington are closer to 
being 
right 
than 
those 
people who delu de 
themselv es with the idea that Congress can come 
back to Washington in a few weeks, tinker with the 
tax laws, create some pu blic serv ice jobs and all 
will be well. 
Time has tested those fromu las, and to pu rsu e 
them mu ch farther will make the prophets of slow 
morbidity look g<x >d.

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The ABCs on Mayor Koenig’ s Privat e Penchant f or Secrecy 


PO W ER TO T H E P E O P L E — Any time some politician 
get* on hi* high horse you can generally count on some ink* 
stained wretch (as newspeople used to be called before the 
wonders of offset) to dredge out that sinister line “ power 
corrupts but absolute power corrupts absolutely.” 
In order to locali e this thing, give a guess to the one 
politician in Kingston who comes the closest to having 
absolute power. 
By way of Pittsburgh, we are of course referring to Mayor 
francis R. (as in “ reelect” ) Koenig whose private penchant 
for secrecy provided one of the more ludicrous "non-events" 
in city history (at least as long as we’ve been covering it) 
known as the “ Mayor’s Public Hearing on the Budget." 
This particular fiasco happened or didn’t happen on the 
night of Dec. 30. The “ public hearing” began at 7 p.m. and 
ended at 7:06. The idea was for the public's views to be heard 
on the mayor’s proposed $8.4 million budget. 
There has been a great to do about this particular hearing 
lasting only six minutes, about it being called a half hour 
earlier than when the taxpayers are usually doing their 
supper dishes, but the fact of the matter is this public 
hearing, except perhaps for its duration, was not a great deal . 
different than any of the five others held by Koenig, or for 
that matter, any other mayor. 
We went into detail last week on how a budget is prepared, 
the central theme of that piece being that the Koenig 
administration, despite its claims of imaginative innova 
tions, will stick with any "game plan" that seems to be 
working. 


The Koenig game plan over the years — and there's no 
doubt it has worked in terms of election returns — has been 
to. put it politely, maintain a low profile. Koenig never, but 
nev er, comes out to fight. He may ring your bell behind 
the scenes, but out front, never. 
This may be all well and good in terms of politics — “ He’s 
just playing good politics," say the politicians — but in

terms of public policy it can have some serious short­ 
comings. 
If anyone needs an example he has only to look at Koenig’s 
last public hearing. It’s been well documented that the 
mayor gave the people only three days to pick up, digest and 
formulate questions on a budget that runs 32 pages and is 
almost by design difficult to figure out even given a few 


weeks to study it. 
We weren’t surprised at all to find that the mayor 
absolutely refused to take any responsibility for what wa*» 
by all accounts a fiasco which he with any effort whatsoever 
could have avoided. 
Some department heads were heard to mumble "public 
apathy" as they exited laughing. And the mayor gave lip 
service to that excuse when he noted that 50 or 60 persons 
had taken the time to drop by the police department and 
pick up copies of the budget over the holiday weekend. 
Is all this starting to make sense? Drop by the police 
department over the holiday weekend to pick up a document 
that by design is at best confusing, at worst impossible to 
comprehend? 
"Maybe they think we’re doing a good job,” Koenig kidded 
after being asked his reaction to a grand total of two 
questions from an audience composed primarily of city 
officials and employes. 
Of course, Frank was kidding. -Just like he was kidding 
when the guy in the audience at the Chamber of Commerce 
speech asked him for some predictions for 1975 and Frank 
told him to read it in his Mayor's Message. "You KNOW 
I was just kidding," Frank, not known for his kidding, told 
us after we told him some of the Chamber people didn’t 
exactly relish that non-answer. 
What was that line about power and corruption? Has 
power corrupted the Koenig Administration, not the kind 
of corruption associated with hack politicians taking 
nickle/dime kickbacks but the type of corruption that results 


in a loss of perspective, a loss of purpose** 
If you want to make a case, why not start with the public 
hearing of Dec. 30. Six minutes. 


MAYOR’S M ESSA G E — Few Mayor’s Messages, due to 
the fact that they’r usually put together at the height of the 
annual budget crisis, will ever be chiseled in stone. Frank 
Koenig’s sixth annual message New Year's Day was no 
exception.

ATHERTON, Calif. (UPI) — Police officers Kenneth 
Wells and Richard Hutton make their own hours, ride 10- 
speed bikes to work, wear what they choose and often have 
coffee with the neighbors. 


The two are the main cogs in an unusual program started 
a year ago to cut down on the number of burglaries in this 
exclusive suburb on the San Francisco Peninsula. 


Wells, 35, of Atherton, and Hutton, 30, of adjacent Menlo 
Park, operate out of their own homes and spend most of their 
time riding and walking around the neighborhood, attending 
coffee klatches and informal meetings with residents. 


Their job is to help homeowners make things tough for 
burglars. 


"W e selected a specific area for the men to work in,” said 
Lt. Richard Moore, who devised the project which is funded 
by a $160,000 grant from the California Council on Criminal 
Justice. 


“ We found that about a year after the project started the 
burglary rate in the area dropped 25 per cent.” 


The two officers contacted 550 residents in the first 10 
months of the three-year project and tried to convince them 
to make it harder for burglars to operate. They tour the 
homes with the owners and suggest ways to strengthen doors 
and windows and hide prolonged absences. 


“ We can’t stop a burglar but we can put the odds in the 
victim’s favor,” Wells said. "We want him to have to smash 
things, make noise and leave tool marks and other 
evidence.” 


Wells said if the burglar has to do all these things, 
“ chances are he won’t do it. Burglary is a crime of 
opportunity." 


There has been a five-fold increase in the number of 
burglar and fire alarms installed in Atherton since Wells and 
Hutton started working, and homeowners are now getting 
together and forming groups to watch over the property of 
those on vacation, Moore said. 


The lieutenant said one of the most important results of 
the prograin has been increased confidence in police. 
"We get calls from people now who never used to call,” 
he said. 


It’s not just the high income area of Atherton that has 
received the attention of Wells and Hutton. They’ve also 
worked in low income sections of Menlo Park but with a 
different approach. 


Along with Menlo Park officer Moses Webb, the team 
organized Junior Crime Prevention Officers, all fifth 
graders, the oldest age 10. 


Recently 31 youngsters were presented certificates for their 
antiburglary efforts. The fifthgraders not only made checks 
of their own homes but those of adjacent houses. 


"In the first two days, we had 250 homes checked by these 
kids,” Moore said.* 


The officers said that eventually fourth and sixth graders 
will be involved in the project. 


Atherton Police Chief Shirden Flanders said the work with 
youngsters is one of the "nation’s most exciting programs 
in our fight against the burglar.” 


"When you can get several hundred kids to help adults 
properly secure homes you’ve got half of the fight won,” he 
said.

The Sub Crew... St i l l a Myst ery 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Thirty-three years later, a 
mystery still surrounds one of 
the five Japanese midget sub­ 
marines that secretly entered 
Pearl Harbor during the Dec. 
7, 1941, attack that thrust the 
United 
States into World 
War D. 


The question: what hap­ 
pened to the two-man crew of 
Midget D, which was found 
June |p. 1960, by Navy stu­ 
dent divers 76 feet below the 
surface of the entrance to 
Pearl H author? 


“ Her torpedoes were still in 
their tubes, her hatch was 
undogged and, although her 
hull was encrusted with coral, 
she appeared to be structural­ 
ly sound and a determination 
was made to raise her," Lt. 
Cmdr. A. J. Stewart wrote in 
the December issue of U. S. 
Naval Institute Proceedings. 
Stewart recounted the saga 
of the five battery-powered 
submarines, each 80 feet long 
and weighing 56 tons, that 
spearheaded the Japanese as­ 
sault on Pearl Harbor. 
Each midget sub was 
launched at sea from the deck 
of a mother submarine short­ 
ly after midnight, Dec. 6. 
At one point, Stewart re­ 
counted: 
"The crews of 'the special 
attack unit could watch the 
dancing 
neon 
signs 
along 


Waikiki Beach. Rows of land­ 
ing lights at Hickam Air Base 
and 
John 
Rogers 
Airfield 
blazed like jewels. Haunting 
strains of jazz music drifted 
from shore radios and honky- 
tonks, but all were too excited 
and busy to notice. 
"A 
malfunctioning 
gyro­ 
compass in the midget car­ 
ried by 124 remained defec­ 
tive in spite of all efforts to fix 
it. The midget’s young skip­ 
per, Ensign Sakamaki, was 
asked by 1-24’s commander if 
he still wanted to go. 
“ Determined 
to 
perform 
the mission for which all his 
military training had pre­ 
pared him, he replied without 
hesitation, “ Captain, I am 
going ahead...On to Pearl 
Harbor!" 
Midget A, another sub ap­ 
parently cruising on the sur­ 
face, became the first casual­ 
ty of the Pacific war an hour 
before the surprise Japanese 
air assault on Pearl Harbor. 
The U SS Ward, an inshore 
patrol destroyer, sent her to 
the bottom with a shot from 
her 4-inch guns that pierced 
the sub’s hull. 
Midget A sank in 1,800 feet 
of water with her two-man 
crew, and is still on the bot- 
- tom. 
A little later, Midget B 
launched one of her two 18- 
inch torpedoes at the U.S. 
seaplane tender Curtis, mis­ 


sed and hit a pier at Pearl 
C i t y . 
T h e 
d e s t r o y e r 
Monaghan spotted the sub, 
rammed it with a glancing 
blow and finished it off with 
depth charges. 
Midget B later was re­ 
trieved from the harbor bot­ 
tom. The two bodies within 
were removed and 
buried 
with military honors, and the 
sub became fill material for a 
new pier at the Pearl Harbor 
submarine base. 
Ensign Sakamaki’s ill-fated 
boat, Midget C, hit reefs 
while trying to enter the har­ 
bor. Her batteries began leak­ 
ing chemicals which almost 
suffocated the two crewmen. 
After drifting all night on 
the surface with dead motors, 
Sakamaki and Petty Officer 
Inagaki lit the fuse to a self- 
destruct bomb and aban­ 
doned ship. I n a g a k i 
drowned. Sakamaki was 
washed ashore unconscious 
on Dec. 8 at Waimanalo Bay, 
50 miles from Pearl Harbor, 
and became America’s first 
prisoner of the war. 
The self-destruct bomb was 
a dud, and Midget C washed 
ashore to become the key at­ 
traction in a coast-to-coast U. 
S. war bond drive. The sub 
ended up as an exhibit at the 
Key West, Fla., Lighthouse 
Museum. 
Midget E is assumed to 
have been a victim of one of 
four 
U.S. 
destroyers 
that 
dropped depth charges after 
they reported being under at­ 
tack by an enemy submarine. 
The wreckage of Midget E 
has never been found. 
Stewart described the scene 
when Midget D was raised. 
"There followed the first, 
dramatic entry into the sub­ 
marine as Capt. H.A.

Thompson pried open the 
conning 
tower 
hatch 
and 
climbed down into the sub­ 
marine. 
"In the dark, muddy in­ 
terior. bent piping, ^ a door 
twisted off its hinges, her 
large electric motor tom from 
its mountings and much bat­ 
tered glass gave mute 
evidence that Midget D had 
suffered great damage from 
depth charges. 
"However, no trace of docu­ 
ments or crew was found. No 
bone fragments or teeth were 
found. Experts agree that 
even if human remains had 
disintegrated over the two de­ 
cades, 
the 
victims’ 
teeth 
would 
have 
resisted 
the 
water’s corrosive effects. 
“ Second, a study of the 
small lengths of time fuse 
found, along with three deto­ 
nators, 
indicated that 
in­ 
asmuch as sulfur was still 
present in the fuse, the scuttl­ 
ing charge had never been 
activated.” 
The two still-live torpedoes 
were cemented by corrosion 
into their tubes and could not 
be removed. So the bow sec­ 
tion was unbolted and 
dumped with them into the 
sea. 
At the request of Masayaki 
Harigai, Japanese consul gen­ 
eral in Hawaii, Midget D was 
returned to Japan and is now 
on display at the Japanese 
Naval Academy at Eta Jima. 
“ B u t 
w h a t 
of 
her 
crewmen?" Stewart asks. 
"The conning tower hatch 
of Midget D was undogged, 
an action that had to be 
accomplished from inside the 
boat. Little doubt exists that 
her twoman crew left the sub­ 
marine. Whether or not they 
survived remains a mystery.

Robison (27th) all 
voted for the confirmation of Nelson A. Rockefeller as the nation’s 41st vice- 
president. The final vote was 287-128. 
State Lo tteries 


The three Congressmen alw were in agreement on a bill removing federal 
legal obstacles to the operation of state lotteries. The legislation permits radio 
and television stations and newspapers to disseminate information on 
lotteries such as advertising and winning numbers. It will also allow the 
dissemination of lottery information through the mails. Failure to act by 
Congress could have resulted in the shutting down of lotteries in 13 states. 
Hy dro -Electric 
Despite the fact that Gilman Fish and Robison voted in the affirmative, 
the House was unable to achieve the two-thirds majority necessary aimed 
at protecting the New River along the Virginia-North Carolina border from 
a proposed hydro-electric development. The bill had been blocked by the 
Rules Committee, thus requiring a two-thirds majority. The vote was 196- 
181, well short of the 290 votes needed. 
War Claims 
In the Senate, legislation on a method for setting priorities on paying war 
claims by U.S. citizens and corporations against Japan and Germany in 
World War II was tabled 50-35 with Sen. James L. Buckley voting to table 
and Sen. Jacob K. Javits voting against. The debate centered around some 
$5 million in surplus funoa and who should be paid first, individuals or 
corporations. The vast majority of World War II claims by Americans against 


the Axis powers have been paid, leaving only 161 corporations and 187 
individuals to be settled.

Buckley voted in favor of a $3. billion budget cut while Javits voted against 
as the measure went down to defeat by a 63-31 count. Opponents noted that 
substantial cuts had already been made in the federal budget.

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Land Trust 
Needed 


HOBART 
The CaUkill Center for 
Conservation and Develop­ 
ment has announced that it is 
considering 
establishing 
a 
CaUkill conservancy or land 
trust. 
The intent of a land trust, 
according to CaUkill Center 
Executive Director Peter R. 
Bonrelli, is “ to provide a 
ready repository for gift* of 
land from conservation 
minded landowners who want 
their land to remain in a 
natural state permanently.” 
Land trusU have become 
quite common throughout the 
northeast in recent years, es­ 
pecially 
in 
Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, says Bor- 
relli. Occasionally a 
land 
trust will purchase lands of 
unique natural, historic or 
educational value; but most 
often they rely upon dona­ 
tions of land. The most famil­ 
iar land trust in the nation is 
The Nature Conservancy 
which since 1954 has pro­ 
tected 
more than 400,000 
acres in more than 45 states. 
These include forest, 
swamps, marshes, prairies, 
mountains, and beaches. The 
Nature Conservancy which 
has chapters throughout New 
York has not been very active 
in the Catskills, says Borrelli, 
and one plan being con­ 
sidered by The CaUkill Cen­ 
ter would involve The 
CaUkill Center’s functioning 
as an operating committee of 
The Nature Conservancy. 
Under the CaUkill Center’s 
present charter donations of 
land can and have been re­ 
ceived and protected, provid­ 
ing substantial tax advan­ 
tages to the donors. 
Forming new corporations 
and organizations to meet the 
region’s needs is not a new 
experience for The CaUkill 
Center.

Papiano, who also is the attorney for Marge Everett— who failed in a bid 
to buy the San Diego Padres a year ago— more or less confirmed that sale 
of the A’s to his top client is a dead issue for now. Mrs. Everett has made 
a substantial offer to purchase the A’s. 


“ If you are asking me my personal opinion,” said Papiano, “ 1 don’t believe 
sale of the A's is imminent. Of course, things could change quickly, but I 
don’t think they will. I don’t think Mr. Finley is all that interested in selling.” 


Papiano was disappointed, as was Finley, when Alameda Country Superior 
Court Judge George W. Phillips upheld the arbitrator’s award that made 
Hunter, winner of 106 games over the last Five seasons, a free agent. That 
was three weeks ago and Hunter, after vigorous bidding by every major league 
club except one, signed a $3.7 million, five-year contract with the New York 
Yankees.

The latter body 
has upheld baseball's reverse clause three times in the past. 


Papiarjo and Finley’s argument in the Hunter case is that the arbitrator 
lacked jursdiction to declare Hunter a free agent. They claim baseball rules 
are clear on this point. 


"If the reserve clause means anything," said Papiano, "then Hunter still 
lielongs to the A’s." 


"The reserve system does not apply to a player whose contract has been 
terminated,” argued Joseph Freitas, a San Francisco attorney, who repre­ 
sented Hunter. “ If a club defaults in paying a player his salary, all obligations 
to the club by the player shall come to an end. This couldn’t have been clearer 
than in this case." 


Finley's alleged failure to transfer half of Hunter’s 1975 salary of $100,000 
into a nontaxable annuity was the basis on which the arbitrator, Peter Seitz, 
declared the pitcher’s contract null and void in an historic decision. 


Aside from the Hunter headache, Finley faces big salary demands by many 
of his A’s, which means he may have to spend the better part of the next 
six or seven weeks at arbitration hearings. 


Captain Sal Bando, among other A's, has said Hunter's signing by the 
Yankees for $3.7 million “ proves what some of us are worth. I don’t see how 
we can ever get the owner to agree, so look for many of us to go to arbitration." 


Finley fairly bristled when he heard that. 


" I’d hate to think there’s anybody who would try to take advantage of me 
because of Catfish," he said. “ But if they do, they'll have a helluva battle 
on their hands.

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Super Bowl to Crown Champ

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 197 4 pro football season opened with a new 
league and a bitter player strike and will end neit Sunday with a new 
champion. 
The year saw the emergence of the new World Football League, which 
began an illfated 
20-game schedule in July, and the first real strike by 
National Football League players. 
A good portion of the players stayed on the picket lines for more than 
40 days before union officials finally decided they should return. 
\nd when they did return, they provided one of the most exciting 
finishes since the leagues merged officially four years ago. With two weeks 
left in the regular season, there were 13 clubs still in the running for playoff 
spots. 


Now there are only two — the Minnesota Vikings and the Pittsburgh 
Sfeelers — and they’ll decide the NFL championship in the Super Bowl 
in New Orleans on Jan. 12. 
There were several key rules changes introduced in 197 4 to stimulate 
offense and spectator appeal. The jury is still out on the results. 
The NFL season saw the rise of several young clubs who have been 
doormats for the past few years. St. Louis in the National Conference and 
New England and Houston in the American were the chief examples. 
. The Cardinals won their first seven games and secured their first playoff 
slot since 1948 before bowing to Minnesota in the playoffs. 
New England was the scourge of the league early in the year; knocking 
off Miami and Minnesota, the Super Bowl VIII finalists, and playoff 
contender Los Angeles. An almost unbelievable string of injuries cut down 
the Patriots, though, and they hung on to finish 7 -7 . 
Houston, which had won only one game in each of the past two seasons, 
strung together four straight victories at one stretch and finished 7 -7 , tied 
for second in the AFC Central. 


Don Coryell of St. Louis and Sid Gillman of Houston were rewarded 
by being named Coach of the Year in their conferences. 
There were other surprises, Miami, which appeared in three straight 
Super Bowls, had to struggle to win the AFC East title and saw its dreams 
of an unprecedented third straight championship spoiled m a miracle 
finish by Oakland in the playoffs. 
O.J. Simpson, the Buffalo superstar who gained a record 
2,(XM yards 
in 197 3, was reduced by leg injuries to mere mortal status in 197 4 and 
was held to “only” 1,126. 
Cincinnati, the AFC Central winner the year before, bombed out and 
had to struggle to tie Houston, and Denver, considered a strong opponent 
for Oakland in the West, never got off the ground. 
The year saw the Dallas Cowboys’ string of eight straight playoff 
appearances end when St. Louis and 
Washington 
nosed them out for a 
playoff spot. It saw the Detroit Lions, stunned by the death of Coach Don 
McCafferty in training camp, lose their first four games then rally under 
new coach Rick Forzano to just miss the playoffs. 
There were some new heroes, too. 
Otis Armstrong of Denver was the league rushing 
leader with 1,407 vsrd« . 
Oakland’s Ken Stabler was named AFC Player of the Year after throwing 
a league-leading 28 touchdown passes and Jim Hart of St. Louis won the 
NFC Award for leading the Cardinals to their surprising finish. 
Oakland’s Clif Branch and Terry Metcalf of St. Louis provided plenty 
of excitement with their explosive playmaking and running back Don 
Woods of San Diego set a rushing record for first year backs while winning 
Rookie of the Year honors in the AFC, Guard John Hicks of the New York 
Giants was the NFC's top rookie. 
The year brought several coaching changes, Hank Stram, a fixture since 
the club was founded in 1960, was dropped by Kansas City and joined 
Norm Van Brocklin (Atlanta), Abe Gibron (Chicago), Howard Schnelen- 
berger and Joe Thomas (Baltimore), Nick Skorich (Cleveland) and Dan 
Devine (Green Bay) as coaches dropped for some reason in 19 7 4.

Ov erbaugh for another y ear. 
“I think we all agreed th at if we’re satisfied with the 
people we hav e,” said Schov el, "there’s no reason to make 


a change. For the first tim e, it looks like the town board is 
working together as a body for the betterm en t of the town. 
Schov el added that his feeling th at “ the town board is now 
ready to put people ahead of party politics" was reaffirmed 
later in the ev ening when all the new appoin tm en ts for 19 75 
were approv ed unanimously . “I think it’s the first time in 
history that has ev er happen ed.” 
“I think this is a real breakthrough for Saugerties," the 
superv isor continued, “ I’m proud of the town board. The 
members should be con gratulated." 
The cooperation that Schov el sees will be much in dem and 
duing 19 75, as the town prepares to face some crucial issues 
that will hav e wide-raging im pact.

The speed lim it bill also allo ws heav ier tru ck s to u se interstate hig hway s 
and ex tends u ntil Dec. 31 the car po o ling dem o nstratio n pro g ram. 
Fo rd said the 5 5 -mile-an-ho u r “ lim it has pro v en to be o f g reat v alu e bo th 
in sav ing fu el and in decreasing the lo ss o f life o n o u r hig hway s."

NEW \()R K ~ Alex an d re of Paris — world -ren own ed 
haird ressin g kin g wh(» se loy al celebrity clien ts ru n the gamu t 
of -Jackie-O, Prin cess ( ’» race an d Elizabeth Tay lor — blew 
in to the Un ited States with 900 pou n d s of lu ggage, a stall 
ol 19 an d some rev ealin g d ialogu e abou t the world ’s most- 
watched women . 
The 5 0-y ear-old coiffu rist, who gets $100-per-haircu t an d 
$10,000-per mov ie, was wearin g a Gu y LaRoche tan gerin e 
su it, black shirt an d ov ersized bu tterfly bow when he 
an n ou n ced that his job — which makes him priv y to the 
priv ate liv es of the famou s — is part-haird resser, part- 
psy chiatrist. 
He d oesn ’t look like y ou r local d octor bu t: 
"What I d o," he said throu gh an in terpreter, "is leav e fou r 
‘holes’ in my sched u le for special clien ts whom I sen se are 
hav in g hy sterics. I am n ot ju st a techn ician . My lad ies n eed 
ad v ice in han d lin g their liv es. I ad v ise them. 
A good haird o, y ou see, d oesn 't on ly alter the face. It 
projects con fid en ce in a woman an d chan ges her person ality . 
This, in tu rn , has en ormou s in flu en ce on her life.” 
Alex an d re, who shows L’Oreal-spon sored 197 5 haird o’s 
ran gin g from short to shou ld er-len gth — likes u n teased hair. 
For ev en in g his sign atu re is a frizzy fall which is pin n ed to 
the crown of a smooth head parted in the mid d le. "H aird o’s 
mu st be heav en to tou ch,” say s Alex an d re, a roman ticist. 
Bu t it his clien tele which absorbs him. On -Jackie-O: 
“ Aristotle has a home on Av . Foch in Paris — bu t 
-Jackqu elin e spen d s more time on the On assis y acht. When 
her hair is v ery su n bu rn ed , she comes in to the Salon for 
creme treatmen ts. Now that her life is so rich, she y earn s 
for simplicity ! No more d oes she wan t coiffu re! She speaks 
on ly of a haircu t! Of cou rse, -Jacqu elin e has the most 
won d erfu l (former) mother-in -law in the world . Rose (Ken ­ 
n ed y ) en cou raged -Jacqu elin e to marry an d told her to pu rsu e 
happin ess." 
Maria Callas, a faithfu l cu stomer who, accord in g to 
Alex an d re, has the most beau tifu l hair in the world , simple 
d isappeared from the face of the world when On assis an d 
-Jacqu elin e were married . 
On Maria: “ She su d d en ly left for a lon g, lon g trip to I* 
d on 't-kn ow-where. When she came back, fin ally , we talked 
as I d id her hair. Maria d etests gossip. She spoke abou t 
hatin g people who lie! We spoke abou t the immen se, ' 
ex hilaratin g joy s of mu sic. I pu t a little gold in her hair, 
twisted it in to a chign on an d told her what a stron g woman 
she was.” 
Alex an d re met Prin cess Grace 20 y ears ago at a Holly wood 
party an d has been d oin g her hair ev er sin ce — often goin g 
to Mon aco. When the Ball Season is at its height, Alex an d re 
is on the spot.” The Prin cess had me cu t Carolin e’s hair," 
say s Alex an d re of Carolin e Rain ier, age 16, a bu d d in g 
glamou r girl said to hav e d ated Prin ce Charles. “Carolin e 
d id n 't wan t it, d id n ’t like it an d is still complain in g to her 
mother, who isn ’t listen in g,” he say s. 


How d id Alex an d re, whose d au ghter is a d octor, man age 
to ecli|)se su ch celebrity haird ressers in America as Ken n eth 
an d Vid al Sasoon ? "I than k my frien d the Du tchess of 
Win d sor who is a kin d of fairy god mother to me,” he say s. 
"She tau ght me how to be a star an d keep my feet on the 
gru n d . She also in trod u ced me to all her aristocratic frien d s 
who became my cu stomers." 


Alex an d re, who con sid ers his Fau bou rg St. Hon oré salon 
his “ home," often hold s han d s with his clien ts. He d oes n ot 
work on their head s u n til thy e kiss his cheeks. "T hen ,” he 
sav s, "thev u n d erstan d that my word s abou t the way they 
mu st look is absolu te. You see, 1 am ev ery woman 's d ream. 
When American tou rists come to Paris, they look for the 
Eiffel Power, The Arch of Triu mph, The Mon tmarte an d 
Alex an d re’s salon .” 


Alex an d re, who wears a “ good lu ck" pin kie sn ake rin g 
from Elizabeth Tay lor, has fon d memories of the actress. 
While play in g in Cleopatra, she became ill, got ov er the 
crisis an d , accord in g to d octors, n eed ed “special in cen tiv e" 
to recu perate. Alex an d re, who witn essed the d rama, re­ 
capitu lates this scen e: 
"Ed d ie Fisher, then Liz’s hu sban d , lean ed toward her ear 
an d asked what she’d like most? A jewel? Elizabeth 
requ ested on ly that I create a special haird o for her,” say s 
Alex an d re abou t his Artichoke Look which was copied by 
million s of women ev ery where. 
Biggest opposition to Alex an d re's career came from his 
father, a St. Tropez restau rateu r who objected v ociferou sly 
to his son ’s becomin g a haird resser which he termed 
d isgracefu l. “ He wan ted me to be a d octor — bu t all the 
patien ts wou ld hav e d ied ,” say s Alex an d re. His mother 
borrowed mon ey an d gav e it to him with her blessin gs. “ She 
alway s liked the way I d id her hair.” 
l>ast y ear the Kin g of Thailan d , His Majesty Bhu mibol 
Ad u ly ad ej. asked his Qu een Sirikit what she wan ted most. 
The Qu een asked that Alex an d re spen d a few weeks in on e 
of the roy al palaces. She wan ted a make-ov er. 
He say s: “ I cu t two feet off her hair — Mon Dieu , it was 
lon g! At first there was a momen t of pan ic. Bu t, in the en d , 
the Kin g seemed happy . He staged a Ball for me in Ban gkok 
an d the kin g himself con d u cted the orchestra an d play ed the 
sax aphon e in my hon or.” 
What is it that giv es women the con fid en ce to pu t 
themselv es — their hair, their looks, their image — in the 
han d s of Alex an d re? “I make them all qu een s,” he say s. 
When -Jackie Ken n ed y was first in trod u ced to Alex an d re 
she told him that she wan ted to impress Gen eral Charles 
DeGau lle. 
I kn ew The Gen eral lov ed to see women in glittery gown s. 
He lov ed shin e! I pu t Jacqu elin e in sequ in s an d ad d ed jewels 
to her hair. The man who was most impressed was Presid en t 
Ken n ed y . He in trod u ced me to his staff as a man ‘in ­ 
d ispen sable’ to his wife.”

Man y d octors call it a “ psy chological 
reaction ." Some psy chiatrists call it a "sy m ­ 
pathetic ritu al.” Baffled ex pectan t fathers 
who ex perien ce it, call it an all-arou n d pain . 
The problem they are all referrin g to is 
male pregn an cy sy mptoms. 
Accord in g to man y d octors, pregn an cy is 
more than a period of passiv e solitary wait­ 
in g by the mother-to-be. It is also a time of 
psy chological tran sformation for both hu s­ 
ban d an d wife, reports the Health In su ran ce 
In stitu te. 
On e of the chan ges that occu rs, accord in g 
to psy chiatrists Arthu r an d Libby Colman , 
is that the wife becomes more d epen d en t an d 
her n eed for su pport giv es the hu sban d a 
chan ce to practice bein g a father. He d oes 
this by bein g especially helpfu l, lov in g an d 
affection ate as they await the child ’s birth 
together. 
He Is “ Ex pectin g” 
He sometimes also becomes a “ pregn an t" 
father, accord in g to an En glish psy chiatrist, 
Dr. W. H. Trethowan . His stu d y fou n d that 
on e in n in e ex pectan t fathers d ev eloped 
n au sea, in d igestion , chan ges in appetite, 
v omitin g an d abd omin al cramps. Like their 
wiv es, some d ev eloped crav in gs for od d -food 
combin ation s — su ch as ice cream an d 
pickles — at the same time. 
The most probable reason for this “em ­ 
pathy ," accord in g to the researchers, is the 
hu sban d ’s reflection of an x iety d u e to the 
fear that the wife may be in d an ger. A 
hu sban d who id en tifies stron gly with his 
spou se d u rin g her child birth pan gs may 
u n d ergo similar pain s to share her bu rd en . 
He may also be con cern ed abou t the costs 
of hav in g a baby . On e factor which may 
lighten the bu rd en , poin ts ou t the In stitu te, 
is that chan ces are abou t J ou t of 4 that his 
job prov id es him with health cov erage which 
will help pay for costs of the baby ’s d eliv ery 
an d hospital ex |>en ses. 
An other in d ication that help is on the way 
lor ex pectan t fathers comes from New York's 
('itv Un iv ersity which recen tly proposed

“ free” g ifts when y o u start 
sav ing there. But y o u hav e 
to put so me mo ney into y o ur 
fund to g et the g ifts so they 
aren't really free. The fo o d 
sto res use this same g im­ 
mick: Items that are “ free” 
with so much purchase o f 
g ro cery pro ducts. I hate to 
be deceiv ed like this — o r 
isn’t this deceiv ing ? 
A: After reading the clip­ 
ping of the advertisement you 
sent, I can see no deception 
there. It plainly states that 
the gifts are free when you 
start a savings account or add 
to your present account. Oth­ 
er limitations are set forth 
c le a rly : T h a t d iffe re nt 
amounts of savings entitle 
you to different choices 
among the gifts. 
It is, of course, a promotion 
aimed at getting more people 
to s ave a nd in l ar ge r 
amounts. The grocery store 
does the same thing for the 
same purpose. The item is 
“free” because it is not an 
additional cost, but is actual­ 
ly a way of advertising.

Clarence’s first step in es­ 
tablishing the bu siness was to 
rent a somewhat-ou t-of-the- 
way v acant store in Ogden for 
$150 a m onth. “You can also 
work ou t of a spare room in 
y ou r hou se, a garage or a 
roadside 
stand,” 
he 
say s. 
“ Once 
readers 
find 
y ou , 
they ’ll retu rn repeatedly , no 
m atter where y ou are. I’m 
now conv inced that this is one 
enterprise y ou can ru n in the 
smallest com mu nity , or ev en 
a ru ral area. Location doesn’t 
seem to be all that im por­ 
ta nt.” 


The Bookateria’s start-u p 
stock was loaned to Socwell 
by the same u sed paperback 
store in Salt Lake City that 
gav e him the original idea for 
his bu siness. “ I cou ld hav e 
gotten the books in other 
w ay s, th ou g h ,” Socw ell 
points ou t. “ At garage sales, 
throu gh classified ads or by 
pay ing y ou th grou ps a nickel 
or dime for ev ery paperback 
they brou ght in. 
Clarence u ses a terry -cloth 
rag dam pened with water and 
liq u id cleaner to wash the 
cov er of each book he receiv es 
and he rapairs any torn pages 
with transparent, tape.

FAM ILY FU N , TO O , AT SC A N D IN A V IA N R E SO R TS 


(Sca ndina v ia n Na tio na l To urist pho to ) 
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For Consu mers and Farmers . . . Similar Problems This Year 


(Editor’s Note: The following p rediction for consu mers 
and p rodu cers for 19 75 was made du ring a recent meeting 
of economists and Coop erativ e Ex tension agents at Cornell 
Univ ersity .) 
KINGSTON 
Consu mers and farmers in the Northeast will he faced with 
sim ilar p roblems in 19 7 5. namely higher costs for most 
ev ery thing they bu y . and lagging incomes. The recession, 
which began in 19 7 4, will p robably deep en du ring the first 
half of 19 75, bu t some recov ery is ex p ected later in the y ear. 
Rising u nem p loy ment will mean lower real incomes for 
many families and a less-boy ant dem and for liv estock 
p rodu cts. At the same time, costs of non-farm goods and 
serv ices will continu e to rise althou gh slightly less rap idly 
than du ring the p ast ^ear. 
No relief from the cu rrent high p rices of feed and fertilize 
ap p ears lik ely du ring the months imm ediately ahead. The 
situ ation for both liv estock p rodu cers and consu mers will 
imp rov e late in 19 7 5. howev er, if weather for crop p rodu ction 
is fav orable. 
Retail p rices of food, serv ices and non-farm goods hav e 
risen at annu al rates of 10 p er cent du ring the p ast y ear. 
New wage contracts are now being negotiated with first-v ear 
increases av eraging 10 to 12 p er cent. Prices for p ack aging 
materials, transp ortation, electricity and other items u sed 
in p rodu ction and mark eting are going u p at sim ilar or 


higher rates. As long as costs k eep rising, inflation of the 
cost-p u sh v ariety will p ersist. 
Some easing of cost p ressu res can be ex p ected in 19 7 5 du e 
to lower wholesale p rices for su ch commodities as cop p er, 
cotton, hides, lu m ber and p ly wood. Higher inv entories 
combined with weak dem and also may lead to selectiv e 
p rice-cu tting.

On the other hand, the costs of p rodu cing liv estock 
p rodu cts su ch as p ork fed beef, broilers and eggs are now 
so high that p rodu cers are cu tting back —meaning redu ced 
su p p lies and higher p rices for these commodities in the 
m onths ahead. Thu s, the ov erall rate of inflation in retail 
p rices is not lik ely to come down v ery mu ch. The av erage 
for the y ear p robably will be u nder 10 p er cent, bu t not below 
8 or 9 p er cent. 
Commercial tree fru it p rodu ction in New York State for 
19 7 4 is estim ated at 6 7 2,000 tons, an increase of 28 p er cent 
ov er a y ear ago and abou t 10 p er cent greater than the 19 6 8 - 
7 2 av erage. Ap p les comp rise abou t two-thirds and grap es 
abou t one-q u arter of this total. 


Ex p ect for storage ap p les, the 19 7 4 m ark eting season is 
com p leted for New York fru it crop s. Fresh ap p le p rices 
normally mov e u p ward du ring the winter and sp ring 
m onths, reflecting storage costs, bu t it is u nlik ely that they 
will reach the record high p rices of a y ear ago. 
Mov ement of New York State wine has remained good in 
sp ite of slu mp ing dem and nationally and increased grap e 
p rediction in California and abroad. A continu ation of this 
trend wou ld resu lt in a good m ark et for New York wine 
grap es in 19 7 5. 


The first half of 19 7 5 cou ld be the most u nfav orable p eriod 
for New York dairy m en in more than a decade. Milk p rices 
will be down 6 to 8 p er cent. Many dairy m en will ex p erience 
seriou s cash flow p roblems. The last half of the y ear cou ld 
tu rn ou t to be mu ch better, bu t a nu m ber of u ncertainties 
clou d the p ictu re inclu ding gov ernment p olicies, feed crop 
pro spects, cattle p rices, consu mer reaction to dairy p rodu ct 
p rices, and weak ness in the national economy . 


Milk p rodu ction in New York State was u p nearly 1 p er 
cent in 19 7 4. The increase in 19 7 4 milk p rodu ction resu lted 
from higher p rodu ction p er cow which more than offset a 
decline in milk cow nu mbers. For 19 7 5, total milk p rodu c­ 
tion in New York State is forecast to abou t eq u al th at in 
19 7 4, reflecting a small decline in milk cows offset by a small 
increase in p rodu ction p er cow. 


Milk sales in 19 7 4 were down 2.5 p er cent from the 
p rev iou s y ear in the N ortheast. Consu mer resistance to 
higher retail p rices was a major factor in the decline. 
Increases in retail p rices for flu id milk will be sm aller in 19 7 5 
and milk p rices will com p are more fav orably w ith com p eting 
p rodu cts. 


Prices p aid by New York dairy farmers for goods and 
serv ices rose 18 p er cent from 19 7 3 to 19 7 4. These increases 
occu rred in feed, seed, and fertilizer p rices, wage rates, and 
machinery and bu ilding m aterial costs. Feed p rices by the 
end of 19 7 4 are ex p ected to continu e into the First half of 
175. Assu ming a good corn crop in 19 7 5, feed p rices for the 
entire y ear shou ld av erage abou t the same as in 19 7 4. This 
will k eep dairy m en in an economic sq u eeze. 


Vegetable p rodu cers fou nd them selv es with the same 
p roblems as other bu sinesses—increased cost of p rodu ction 
and stable m ark et p rices. The growing season added fu rther 
com p lications. A wet sp ring, a cool su m m er and early frost 
added u p to a less than normal y ield for most v egetable 
growers. Late sweet com p lantings were wip ed ou t with 
Sep tem ber frosts. 
Produ ction costs will continu e to increase. Therefore, the 
consu mer can ex p ect to p ay at least as mu ch for fresh and 
p rocessed v egetables— p robably more as food p rices reflect 
the inflationary trends.

COLDFRAME GARDENTING 
One of my first recollections of a coldframe goes back more 
than 40 y ears. I remember seeing them on my Uncle Felix ’s 
farm. He was a m ark et gardener, meaning that he grew 
v egetables for the local wholesale m ark et and the cannery . 
Natu rally , his v egetable seedlings were started in his frames. 
Bu t when I remember most was the “old” frames where he 
grew p ansies that were p u t in bask ets and sold to home 
gardeners. They were q u ite a beau tifu l sight when in bloom, 
ju st before they were sold. These “old” frames were 
im p ortant to Uncle Felix becau se the p ansies they p rodu ced 
p aid his tax es for the y ear. 
A coldframe, of cou rse, is the sim p lest of all growing 
stru ctu res. It is nothing more than a sq u are or rectangu lar 
frame p rotru ding a foot or so abov e the grou nd with a light- 
adm itting sash or top —either glass or p lastic. The p u rp ose 
of the coldframe is to act as the interm ediate step between 
starting seedlings indoors and setting the little p lants ou t 
in the garden. 
My coldframe is only 4 by 5 feet. It was bu ilt to the same 
size of a discarded sash that I had arou nd the hou se. It is, 
of cou rse, mu ch smaller than Uncle Felix ’s frames which 
were 100 feet long and 6 feet wide. Bu t ev en my little frame 
is a trem endou s help to my garden. It allows me to start 
and grow many seedlings. 
When 1 made my coldframe I made it so that it cou ld be 
easily tak en ap art when it wasn’t in u se. It is made with 
1-inch shelv ing lu mber which I treated with a wood 
p reserv ativ e. In each corner is a short 2 by 3. To tak e if ap art 
I merely k nock ou t the nails holding thè side sections. The 
back of my frame is 2 inces higher than the front. This giv es 
a little slant to the glass which means the rain will ru n off 
easily . Also, the high side is to the north, giv ing me a little 
more su nlight inside; in early sp ring I want as mu ch light 
in it as p ossible. 
Ev en on a cold day the inside of the frame becomes q u ite 
warm from the heat generated by the su n stream ing throu gh 
the sash. Du ring the day it is necessary to raise the sash 
a little so the tiny p lants won’t “cook ” inside. At. night, 
thou gh the glass is shu t tight, becau se the tem p eratu re cari 
often tak e q u ite a dip at night in the sp ring. To p rev ent 
dam age to the p lants on these cold nights I installed an 
electric soil-heating cable th at is therm ostatically con­ 
trolled. 
My frame is u sed p rimarily in the sp ring. I start my 
seedlings in the hou se, generally imder my p lant-growing 


lights. The lights are fine for the early growth of the 
seedlings, bu t if the seedlings are k ep t too long u nder lights 
they will become weak and sp indly . Therefore I transfer 
them to the coldframe where they get more light and a little 
cooler tem p eratu re, giv ing them a chance to “ harden off” 
or become more acclim ated to ou rdoor conditions before 
they are set ou t in the garden. 
I hav e also learned th at the early sp ring conditions in a 
coldframe are good for bu gs. So, before p u tting in any p lant, 
I sp ray the soil and inside boards of the frame with Raid 
Rose and Flower sp ray to mak e su re my little seedlings won’t 
become an early -sp ring morsel for an insect.

Later in the sp ring I will start seeds of fast-growing p lants 
directly ou t in the coldframe. These do not need as mu ch 
tim e to m atu re as slow-growing k inds lik e tomatoes 
begonias and p etu nias which are started u nder the lights 
After the seedlings are ou t. it is p ossible to k eep the frame 
in op eration right u p to fall. One friend p lants his choice 
chry santhem u m s there. He grows them to the large “ foot­ 
ball” size and ju st leav es the p lants in the frame where they 
are p rotected ov er winter. 
Coldframe gardenting can be real fu n gardening.

Plants tak e ingredients ou t of 
I he soil while they are growing. These mu st be rep laced with 
fertilizer. Peatmoss and manu re can be washed away or rot 
comp letely in time. This is why they shou ld be rep laced 
Ev en good soil needs its am endm ents—no soil can get too 
mu ch.

Ten ty pes make u p an entire United States dime series. 
A denom ination au thorized by the Cong ressional Act of 
April 2, 179 2, bu t not coined u ntil 179 6. Ty pe I stru ck in 
179 7 was desig ned by Gilbert Stu art and m easu red thirteen- 
six teenths inches in diam eter, with a composition of 8 9 2.4 
parts silv er to 107.6 parts copper. It weig hed 41.6 g rains. 
Its small eag le rev erse is su rrou nded by the issu ing 
au thority United States of America, bu t shows no indication 
of tlje v alu e. 
Ty pe II has the identical obv erse as the Ty pe I. Stru ck 
from 179 8 to 18 07, it was desig ned by Robert Scot and 
consisted of the same composition, size and weig ht as the 
Ty pe I. It’s heraldic eag le rev erse is sim ilarly su rrou nded by 
the issu ing au thority ; ag ain with no reference to its v alu e. 
From 18 09 to 18 37 the Ty pe III display ed an obv erse 
Liberty wearing the cu stomary Phry g ian cap—sy mbol of the 
freed slav e—and a rev erse eag le with inv erted wing s. For the 
first tim e on this denom ination the m otto “ E PLURIBUS 
UNUM ” was u sed as req u ired by law. 
The denom ination “ 10C” appeared for the first tim e on 
this piece desig ned by John Reich and Rober Scot. Its size 
was redu ced to three-fou rth inch in diam eter bu t the weig ht 
and composition rem ainded consistent with prev iou s issu es. 
Gobrecht’s Seated Liberty desig n was applied to the Ty pe 
IV stru ck in 18 37 and 18 38 . On this issu e the denom ination 
“ ONE DIM E” replaced the eag le in accordance with the 
Coinag e Act of Janu ary 18 , 18 37 that specifically called for 
the elim ination of the eag le on all 10-cent denom inations. 
The size was fu rther redu ced to elev en-six teenths inch 
diam eter with a composition of 9 0 per cent silv er and 10 per 
cent copper. The weig ht was also lowered to 41.25 g rains. 
Ty pe V stru ck between 18 38 and 18 60 was essentially a 
continu ation of the Gobrecht Seated Liberty desig n with 13 
stars added between the desig n and the rim. In 18 53 only 
the weig ht was chang ed ag ain to 38 .4 g rains. 
Coing ag e of the Tu pe VI Dime from 18 60 to 18 91 was 
interru pted in 18 73 to hav e its weig ht raised from 38 .58 
g rains. The 13 stars on the obv erse were replaced by the 
issu ing au thority United States of America and the rev erse 
lau rel wreath was replaced with a wreath of cotton, corn,

DEAR READER—In g en­ 
eral, the body has opposing 
mu scle g rou ps. The knee is a 
g ood ex ample. One set of 
mu scles ov er the front of the 
thig h straig htens the knee, 
another g rou p ov er the back 
of the thig h cau ses it to bend. 
When a person is inactiv e, 
particu larly at bed rest, the 
mu scles that cau se the bend­ 
ing shorten, and so do the 
tendons attached 
to these 
mu scles. The same thing hap­ 
pens as y ou g et older if y ou 
don’t watch it. I sometimes 
say we beg in to lose the war 
ag ainst g rav ity and are g rad­ 
u ally bent and beaten down 
from the u prig ht position. 
You hav e seen many older 
persons, I’m su re, who hav e 
slig htly bent knees, the ankle 
tendon to the heel shortens 
and 
the 
toe 
is 
displaced 
down, the hip joint also bends 
forward. The elbows also be­ 
come bent. To stand u prig ht, 
these people m u st place the 
feet wide apart. The postu re 
of the older person walking 
slig htly on tiptoes, feet apart 
and in a half-crou ched posi­ 


tion, is a resu lt of g eneralized 
shortening of mu scles and 
tendons. 
You can help to prev ent 
this problem. The way is by 
aking su re that joints of the 
body are mov ed throu g h their 
fu ll rang e of motion ev ery day 
in s u ffic ie n t a m ou nt to 
stretch to the fu llest all the 
mu scles. Stretching ex ercises 
are 
ju st 
as 
im portant 
as 
streng th ex ercises. This is the 
way 
y ou 
keep y ou r body 
limber, flex ible and y ou thfu l. 
Many 
people

tu ally hav ing chang es they

ercises. Stretch that ankle 
tendon by raising the toes u p 
toward the shin as far as 
pos s ible , s tra ig h te n th e 
knees, mov e the hip joints 
throu g h the fu ll rang e of mo­ 
tions. 
These measu res are v ery 
im portant in bed patients to 
prev ent 
disabling 
contrac­ 
tu res y ou are describing . Dai­ 
ly ex ercises shou ld be part of 
ev ery ’ patient’s rou tine u nless 


the patient is really so sick 
that it is impossible. Ev en 
then passiv e ex ercises by a 
trained 
phy sical 
therapist

I his tim e it is E m m anuel Novelli and the late Maurice 
Woodruff who were tascinated by a very similar theory , lak e 
Steven Schm idt, they started with the tact that the dates 
Kiip|M>sedly ruling each constellation were set countless 
centuries ago. However, the sk y does not remain the same. 


Over the ages, p lnets shdt slightly in their orbits, the axis 
ol the earth ti|>s an almost im m easurable am ount 
and 
change is the astrological signs are Inmnd to occur ~ at least 
since the day s of ancient Egy pt! 
According to the (reliefs of Em m anuel Novelli — which 
were em braced by M aurice Woodruff Ire fore his d eath — two 
factors have combined to shift the signs under which we 
think we are Irorn. One factor is the effect the gravitational 
pulls ol the p lanets have on each other. N ep tune and Pluto 
were first discovered when I heir gravitational pulls altered 
t he orbits ol the p lanets near them . Over countless centuries, 
all the p lanets have, in time, altered each other’s orbits in 
a similar m anner, so that none of them may be in exactly 
the p lace astrologers once p redicted they would l>e at this 
tim e.

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Bringing the Casbah to School 
For a Middle Eastern Bazaar 


The routine of .elementary school is sometimes 
interrupted by a special event. Such an event, in 
this case an extravaganza, took over the Port 
Ewen School one recent Friday. Three sixth grade 
classes, in the midst of studying the Middle East 
as part of the Social Studies cirriculum, joined 
in a “bazaar” that transformed the gymnasium 
into the casbah of a foreign city. Decorations in 
vivid colors had been painted and painstakingly 
made. Each student prepared his or her own 
costume and a booth or stall to sell his own 
handcrafted articles, among them such items as 
donkey shoes, Christmas ornaments, jewelry and 
games. 
There were several fortune tellers, a chicken 
coop, two goats with tinkling bells pulling young­ 
sters in carts, and a sampling of Mediterranean 
food. The couscous, dates, yogurt pie, and mint 
tea, along with many other authentic foods, were 
enjoyed by students and guests alike. 
The contrasting social structure of the Arab 
nations and Israel was integrated by the presence 
of an Israeli booth. Featured were flags, costumes 
and crafts representative of the Hebrew culture. 
A menorrah was displayed to commemorate the 
festiveal of lights (Channukah) which was being 
celebrated at the time. 
Every so often a muazzin would climb to the 
top of is minaret (a decorated basketball 
backboard) and, as a hush descended on the 
clamoring crowd, all good Moslems would fall to 


pray to Allah. 
All classes in the school came to observe and 
join in the bargaining. They had been schooled 
in the art of bargaining by sixth grade “Am­ 
bassadors” who visited each classroom the week 
before. 
A guiding objective throughout the unit of 
study was the importance of the Middle East as 
an international corssroads, where the origins of 
Judaism, Christianity, and Islam are nestled. 
The celebration of major holidays of Channukah, 
Christmas, and the Hajj also fail in close prox­ 
imity. It is this similarity of man’s cultural 
endeavors that can lead to a deeper under­ 
standing of the human experience, the Port Ewen 
School staff feels. 
On hand to share the fun were Board of 
Eduction members, and many supervisors of the 
Kingston City Schools Consolidated. The event 
was coordinated by sixth grade teachers, Joanne 
Worrell, Wayne Harris and Wayne Reynolds, 
with much help from school custodians, per­ 
sonnel, and willing parents.

“The couscous was delicious.” 
“I liked the smells.” 
“Our decorations seemed fantastic.” 
“It was a fun day.”

Comedy shows, new programs 
that quickly flopped and an 
aggressive second place drive 
by NBC characterized the 
first half of the 1974-75 tele­ 
vision season. The second 
part of the season looks much 
the same. 
Television, once dominated 
by punch in the mouth detec­ 
tives and shoot ’em ups, was 
ruled this season by situation 
com edies, p a rtic u la rly a 
murderer’s row from CBS: 
“ All 
in t h e F a m i l y , ” 
“ M a u d e , ” “ M - A - S - H , ” 
“Good Times, “The Mary 
T y l e r 
M o o r e 
S h o w , ” 
"Rhoda,” 
and 
“The 
Bob 
Newhart Show.” 
NBC’s share of comedy 
winners are “Chico and the 
M an” 
and 
"Sanford 
and 
Son.” 
These shows, which ranged 
most frequently in the top 10 
listings in the national pro­ 
gram rating survey conducted 
by the A.C. Nielsen Co., have 
left the crime and less violent 
dramas in the dust. 


The obvious question is 
why are these shows suc­ 
cessful? Sociologists may say 
it is the fear of a depression 
that 
is driving people to 
laughter. Hard times usually 
breed the search for romance 
and escapism, as a look at the 
films of the 1930s will show. 
But if this were 100 per cent 
the case, such TV movies as 
“ Zôrro” and “ Brief E n ­ 
counter” would have fared 
better this year. 
A more plausible explana­ 
tion for the success of these 
comedies is that they are the 
best that television has to 
offer. N o r m a n Lear of 
Tandem Productions (“All in 
the Family,” etc.) consistent­ 
ly comes up with humor 
about serious social prob­ 
lems. It is accepted by the 
public 
with 
overwhelming 
viewing response. 


Mary Tyler Moore Produc­ 
tions, whose stable includes 
“Rhoda” 
and “Bob New­ 
hart,” produces a slick brand 
of humor. But the produc­ 
tions have a ring of realism, 
which is accepted. 


Besides comedies, the first 
part of the 1974-75 season was 
marked by faster returns from 
the national ratings, which 
allowed TV programmers to 
begin rejiggering their sched­ 
ules after the second and 
third week. Thus the second 
season began to take shape by 
late October with the first 
cancellation announcements. 
Gone from the TV sched­

She Rooted 
For the Cowboys 
Like Everyone Else

Sacheen Littlefeather hopes her role in “Trial of 
Billy Jack” will temper her reputation as a 
militant.

Sacheen Littlefeather’s ap­ 
pearance as an attorney in 
“The Trial of Billy Jack” is 
more than a personal triumph 
for the actress, whose dubious 
claim to fame had previously 
resulted from her Oscar non- 
acceptance speech for Marlon 
Brando. 
As a result of her stand-in 
television performance, the 
dark-haired actress contends 
she has been branded a mili­ 
tant, which not only cost her 
w ork, b u t d e fe a te d her 
purpose in life. 
“When I was a child I 
rooted for the cowboys as eve­ 
ryone else and didn’t realize 
until later that I was on the 
losing side, contributing to 
the genocide of our people. I 
felt the best way to overcome 
the image was to get involved 
in acting and play the kind of 
roles which would change 
that image,” she said. 
Her entire thrust is to up­ 
grade the Indian’s lot — cul­ 
turally, not militantly —and 
repeat the statement enough 
times to indicate that it is 
part of a personal crusade to 


undo the harm done to her by 
her 
Academy 
Award 
ap­ 
pearance. 
“Little did I know I would 
become a victim of my own 
stereotype before a disbeliev­ 
ing public,” she emphasized. 
She leaned forward as she 
spoke in confessional tones. 
“I recall Marlon asking me 
when he called if I would be 
willing to put myself before 
the general public, be in­ 
vestigated, be lied about, be 
tormented by the press. He 
asked if I had anything to 
hide, because he said the 
press could be brutal.” 
In spite of the subsequent 
problems she encountered, 
Sacheen insists that she does 
not regret delivering Brando’s 
speech. “He could not have 
done it himself,” she said, 
and before she accepted the 
assignment she sought coun­ 
sel from a Chippewa Indian 
woman and “I asked the 
Great Spirit for his tongue 
that I might speak his wis­ 
dom and courage and the 
truth was spoken by the 
Great One who was present in 
my soul and heart as I spoke 
and rejected the Oscar for 


Marlon that night.” 
Her life’s suffering began 
long before that night, she 
emphasized, beginning with 
her early years in Alinas, Cal­ 
ifornia. 
“My 
mother, 
who 
was 
white, left my Indian father 
when t was 4 and took me to 
live with her parents in a 
community where I was sur­ 
rounded by whie people who 
taunted me and shunned me 
becuase I had straight black 
hair and darker skin. Until I 
was 17 years old, I used to 
have permanents to change 
my straight hair into ugly 
curly ringlets.” 
To add to her misery, the 
family 
was 
impoverished. 
Looking back, Sacheen re­ 
called that the family lived in 
a two-room shack without a 
bathroom until she had alter­ 
nating emotions ranging from 
a despair which sent her to a 
mental institution to anger 
which motivated her to over­ 
com e. She se n t h e rse lf 
through college working as a 
cook in a rectory and dis­ 
covered 
her 
true 
identity 
when she visited her father at 
his reservation in Arizona.

“When 
I 
accepted 
my 
heritage I was finally free. 
But unfortunately, my father 
died just six months after I 
returned to him. From that 
time I have faced the prob­ 
lems — not only mine, but of 
all my sisters and brothers, 
and have dedicated myself to 
changing their lives " 
Her role as an articulate 
woman lawyer in “Trial of 
Billy Jack” will go a long way 
towards achieving her goal.

Tradition 
Ends Yule Season 


Twelfth Night or Epiphany — January 6 — 
marks the end of the Christmas holiday season. 
This is the traditional time to burn Christmas 
greens, and the day is also celebrated with many 
other customs, rituals and legends throughout 
the Christian world. 
Epiphany was observed in memory of the 
baptism of Jesus long before December 25 was 
celebrated as Christmas, or Christ’s actual birth­ 
day. Epiphany was first mentioned in A.D. 194. 
By the 4th century, the feast of Epiphany was 
widely accepted. 
In 9th-century England, Kingg Alfred made 
Epiphany a Saxon fixture by decreeing that the 
Christmas season should include Christmas day 
and the 12 days following. 
When Charles II ascended the throne, the 
Twelfth Night cake was standard tradition along 
with the burning of the Christmas greens. One 
chronicler reported: “Wee had a great kake made 
in which was put a beane for the king. The kake 
was cut into several pieces and all put into a 
napkin, out of which every one took his piece as 
out of a lottery.“ 
According to a Syrian legend, wild animals stay 
in their dens and caves on Epiphany Eve; at 
midnight trees kneel in adoration of Jesus and all 
wishes are fulfilled. 
The early Teutonic people took a dim view of 
any Twelfth Night revelry. They regarded the 
season as a fearful time when demons and spirits 
prowled the earth. At their feasts, they sacrificed 
food to the dead and drank to the powerful god 
Wotan. 


During the Middle Ages, Twelfth Night was 
commemorated with plays staged in churches. 
Solemn observances largely disappeared in Eliz­ 
abethan England. They gave way to joyous 
revelry and wassail. A popular song echoed the 
spirit: 
Wassail! Wassail! all over the town, 
Our toast it is white, our ale it is brown: 
Our bowl it is made of a maplin tree; 
We be good fellows all: I drink to thee. 
Shakespeare’s “Twelfth Night’’ reflects the 
merry mood. The play was first presented in a 
command performance at Whitehall Palace on 
Jan. 6, 1601, when Queen Elizabeth entertained 
a distinguished Italian guest, the Duke of Brac- 
ciano. 
Twelfth Night revels later declined in popu­ 
larity, but the customs of feasting and staging 
masques still survive in parts of England. 
Latin peoples regard Epiphany as both a sol­ 
emn religious festival and the beginning of the 
pre-Lenten carnival season. Mexico’s greatest 
pilgrimage is the Epiphany march of the devout 
to the shrine of the miraculous Lord of Chalma 
in a valley southwest of Mexico City. 
In present Christian tradition, Epiphany, Greek 
for “appearance,” has a threefold meaning: the 
visit of the Three Wise Men to Jesus, being the 
first manifestation of the newborn child as Savior 
of all; His baptism; and Jesus’ first miracle in 
changing water to wine at the wedding feast of 
Cana. The three events supposedly occurred on 
the same date though in different years. 


T h e Wassail Bowl And Zither Music 


Period-costumed guide plays zither in the Old 
Parlor of Van Cortlandt Manor House for the 
18th century mansion’s Twelfth Night ob­ 
servance. 


Following the letter and spirit of 200 years ago, music and 
festivity will prevail at the late 18th century Van Cortlandt 
Manor this Twelfth Night weekend. 
Flaming wrought-iron cressets and lanterns will light up the 
Manor’s paths and building exteriors as part of today’s 
Candlelight Tours program, to be held at Van Cortlandt in 
nearby Croton-on-Hudson, today, Sunday, Jan .4 from 4 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. 
The event also marks the end of the long holiday season at 
Van Cortlandt where the family’s English and Dutch traditions 
are reflected in the Manor’s seasonal decorations. 
One example is the Manor House’s formal Dining Room table 
covered with candied fruit, nuts, sweet meats, speculaas 
cookies and set off by a large monteith bowl, used for chilling 
wine glasses, and an adjacent bowl of punc. Friends visited the 
Manor in earlier times on New Year’s Day and Twelfth Night, 
enjoying such fare. 
An outstanding but now extinct decoration is the large kissing 
bell of English origin that hangs from the ceiling of the Manor 
House’s main hallway. 
A zither in the hands of a period-costumed guide in the Manor 
House Old Parlor, itself bathed in candlelight, will play music 
Van Cortlandts heard at long-ago festivities. 
The Ferry House, at the other end of the red-brick Long Walk, 
which is illuminated by lanterns, will resound with period flute 
and fiddle music. This is how Twelfth Night was celebrated 
in the period to which Van Cortlandt is restored. Then the 
holiday, in addition to designating the last day of Christmas, 
had become a time of merriment, partying and celebration. 
The drink called Lamb’s Wool, also known as the Wassail 
Bowl, will again be found in the Ferry House. Made in the 
Manor House kitchen from hot ale, nutmeg, sugar, toast and 
roasted crab apples, it will then be brought to the Ferry House. 
Two guides will play festive music of Van Cortlandt’s day on 
recorders, or end-blown flutes, in the adjacent Ferry House 
kitchen. And a quartet will sing period carols inside as outside 
the Manor House. 
Adhering to the occasion’s heartiness, a turkey and plum 
pudding will be in varying states of preparation in the Manor 
House Kitchen.
